Not in y ears has any trial in the 
criminal cou rt attracted as large 
au d iences as ha.s liie case of the 
State against Eli J. Stu bblefield , 
charged with attempted train rob­ 
bery , which was called last Mon­ 
d ay , and in which the introd u ction 
of testimony was begu n Wed nes- 
d ay morning. 
From 9 o’clock a. m. u ntil 5 
o’clock p. m. the cou rt room has 
been crowd ed with spectators, and 
the pecu liar character of the case 
has arou sed the d eepest interest 
among all classes. 
As anticipated , ev ery inch of 
grou nd is being bitterly contested , 
and 
“ objections” 
and 
“ ex cep­ 
tions” hav e figu red prominently 
from the time the first witness was 
placed u pon the stand u ntil the 
present, the cross-ex amination of 
some of the state’s witnesses pro­ 
d u cing a nu mber of sensational 
scenes, while the tilts between the 
opposing cou nsel hav e at times 
cau sed the spectators to reach the 
conclu sion that the participants 
wou ld “ settle matters” the first 
time they met ou tsid e of the cou rt 
room. 
Ju d ge Longan’s task has not 
been an easy one by any means, 
being v ex atiou s in the ex treme at 
times, bu t he has been equ al to the 
emergency in ev ery instance and 
has won the commend ation of all 
who hav e been watching the case. 
When Sheriff Williams opened 
cou rt this morning not all of the 
chairs in the cou rt room were oc­ 
cu pied , nor were there any people 
stand ing in the d oorway and hall, 
as was the case y esterd ay . 
Defend ant Stu bblefield gav e not 
the least ou tward ev id ence that the 
testimony so far introd u ced was 
worry ing him, bu t not a word was 
said or a mov e mad e that escaped 
him. 
He was, in fact, the same 
cool, calcu lating,d eliberate “ Stu b” 
of by gone d ay s, apparently obliv i­ 
ou s to 
his su rrou nd ings ex cept 
when his ey es rested u pon his two 
little d au ghters, when the softer 
sid e of his natu re came to the su r­ 
face, all attempts to d isgu ise it 
prov ing fu tile. 
Yesterd ay afternoon, after the

Fifer id entified the re­ 
v olv er tak en from West as the one 
he had loaned him; Fred Hu er- 
mann testified to hav ing sold West, 
on the afternoon of Nov ember 29, 
last, cartrid ges to fit the rev olv er; 
Depu ty Sheriff Dillard and Officer 
Ed Lov e gav e the particu lars of 
the arrest of Stu bblefield ; Secret 
Serv ice Officer" W . I. Cu nning­ 
ham told of a trip to the scene of 
the robbery the following morning 
and the find ing of certain articles 
of clothing prod u ced in cou rt as 
ev id ence, and Su pt. M. Stilwell 


Mo rning Sess o ii. 
Sheriff Williams, who was sworn 
y esterd ay afternoon, was placed on 
the stand and testified that he was 
apprised by Su pt. L. I). Hopk ins, 
on the ev ening of Nov ember 29, 
last, that an attempt wou ld be 
mad e to liold u p the Lex ington 
branch train that night. 
Witness saw Titn W’est Iv ing on 
the floor of the baggage car when 
the train came in from the scene of 
the robbery . 
West was tak en to jail, and wit­ 
ness, Depu ty Siieriff Dillard and 
Officer Ed Lov 3 went to the home 
of John Stu bblefield , on North 
Washington av enu e, where Eli J. 
Stu bblefield was mak ing his home, 
to watch for his coming. 
It was 
abou t II o’clock p. m. when they 
went there, and they remained u n­ 
til 12 130 a. rn., wd ien Dillard ar­ 
rested Stu bblefield as he 
came 
along. 
The information witness had re­ 
ceiv ed was to the effect that West, 
Toe West, Bob Cu nningham and 
Stu bblefield wou ld probably be im­ 
plicated in the robbery , and hence 
he was searching for Stu bblefield , 
who was ex pected to retu rn to the 
home of his brother. 
Witness then 
d escribed 
how 
Stu bblefield was d ressed and said 
the prisoner ask ed to be allowed to 
go home and change his clothing. 
The requ est was refu sed . 
A rev olv er was tak en from the 
prisoner’s pock et, 
and he com­ 
plained of his arm, which had 
been wou nd ed . 
He stated that he 
had been in trou ble and was shot. 
He fu rther said that he had been 
betray ed , “ bu t so was Christ,” and 
he gu essed he “ was no better than 
Christ,” 
Ask ed as to where Bob Cu nning­ 
ham was, the prisoner answered 
that he d id not k now. 
The pris­ 
oner wanted the officers to k ill 
him. 
The rev olv er tak en from Stu b­ 
blefield was id entified , as were also 
the hat, the black fascinator and 
the two coats he wore at the rob­ 
bery . 
The pistol was a 38-calibre, 
and two 38-calibre cartrid ges were 
tak en from the prisoner’s pock et. 
The two hand k erchiefs tak en 
from West were also id entified by 
Stu bblefield . 
The shirt the pris­ 
oner wore the night of the robbery 
was sent home by Stu bblefield and 
was nev er in the witness’ cu stod y . 
On the person of West the sheriff 
fou nd thirteen other 4 4 or 4 5 -cali- 
bre 
cartrid ges. 
Witness 
cou ld 
throw the shells ou t and reload the 
weapon again in one-half minu te. 
The pistol tak en from Stu bblefield 
was offered in ev id ence, as were 
also the other articles tak en from 
the prisoner at the time of his ar­ 
rest and the articles tak en from 
West. 
Cross-ex amined by Mr. Cashman 
as to whether the pistol tak en from 
Stu bblefield was not as poor a pis­ 
tol as he ev er saw, witness an­ 
swered that it was of cheap qu al­ 
ity . 
West had to be assisted from the 
baggage car to the jail, and at 
once laid d own on his arriv al 
there. 
Witness d id not tell Stu b­ 
blefield en rou te to jail that West 
•was in cu stod y , nor d id he hear 
any one else so state. 
The sheriff 
ad mitted that Stu bblefield had been 
a good prisoner. 
The pistol tak en from West had 
not been d ischarged , to the best of 
witness’ k nowled ge, when West 
was arrested .

He thou ght

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Accord ing to tlie statements of 
ey e witnesses, Timothy ]i. Dono­ 
hu e, who is employ ed as a freight 
brak eman by the Katy , and who 
resid es with his parents in North­ 
east Sed alia, was called from the 
Sicher iiotel bar last mid niglit by 
“ Rox y ” Roach, John Fitzgerald 
and Dan Doy le, one of tiiern say ­ 
ing, as Donohu e ad v anced toward 
the d oor, 
want to see y ou .” 
“ When Donohu e stepped u pon 
the pav ement,” said one of the ey e 
witnesses, “ he was attack ed in a 
most bru tal and u nmercifu l man­ 
ner. 
He was repeated ly k nock ed 
d own, d ragged along the stone 
walk and his head jammed , time 
after time, against the brick wall 
of the hotel, and he was k ick ed in 
the ribs, stomach, and in the head , 
u ntil there was no more room for 
scars.” 
Donohu e 
was 
cov ered 
with 
blood , and tiny streams trick led 
from sick ening wou nd s u pon the 
sid ewalk . 
In fact, the wall of the 
! bu ild ing for a few feet was literal-

ly smeared witii blood . 
He was consciou s a short time 
after his assailants lied , bu t Officer 
Englebrecht, who was the first to 
arriv e u pon the scene, learned be­ 
fore Donohu e lapsed into a sense­ 
less state, so Englebrecht say s, 
I that the assailants had been pre­ 
v ented from committing robbery 
by Donohu e, accord ing to a state­ 
ment from the latter. 
The inju red man was tak en into 
the hotel toilet room, where liis 
wou nd s were bathed ,after which he 
was sent to his home in Northeast 
Sed alia and Dr. S. K. Crawford 
was su mmoned . 
Roach, Fitzgerald and Doy le 
were 
arrested 
a 
short 
while 
after the assau lt and lock ed in a 
ceil in the calaboose by Officer 
Englebrecht. 
A 
D e m o cr at reporter v isited 
the calaboose at an early hou r this 
morning and interv iewed the men. 
“ Rox y ” and Fitzgerald occu pied 
the northeast cell, while Doy le 
an occu pant of tii2 nex t one 
to the sou th. 
Roach acted as 
spok esman for the trio and said : 
Donohu e was 
d rink ing 
last 
night and had threatened to shoot 
u s fu ll of holes. 
1, personally , had 
some trou ble with him six months 
ago, in East Sed alia, and he k ick ed 
me in the mou th d u ring a fight. 
He brok e one of mv teeth and 
ft/ 
since 
that time has repeated ly 
threatened to shoot me. 
“ Last night we three were in 
the 
Sicher hotel 
Dar, 
talk ing. 
When we started ou t the sou th 
d oor, Donohu e followed u s, and 
when he stepped u pon the pav e­ 
ment he began to swear at u s and 
stru ck at me. 
Then he mad e a 
play at his hip pock et and said he 
was going to shoot. 
“ I d id not k now bu t what he 
had a gu n and a fight was started . 
I d on’t k now who stru ck the first 
lick and d on’t think we k ick ed 
him. 
“ It is a contemptible lie if any 
one say s we tried to rob any bod y , 
and it is also a lie if any one say s 
we hit Donohu e with a clu b.” 
Roach end ed the interv iew by 
say ing he wished , when told that 
Donohu e was liable to d ie, that he 
wou ld get well. 
Directly after the interv iew with 
“ Rox y ,” the trio were tak en to 
Ju d ge Kinsey ’s cou rt, where they 
were arraigned on the charge of 
feloniou s assau lt, and placed u nd er 
a bond of $i,ooo each. They were 
then lock ed u p in the cou nty jail.

D e m o cr at learned 
the alleged facts in the case from a 
gentleman who claims he k nows 
whereof he speak s. 
“ A nu mber of gentlemen were 
stand ing at the Sicher hotel bar 
telling stories. 
Donohu e was pres­ 
ent, listening, and enjoy ing the 
jok es. 
“ While one of the stories was in 
progress Roach, Fitzgerald and

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Doy le entered , walk ed u p to the 
bar and took a d rink . 
When they 
tu rned to leav e ‘Rox y ’ said some­ 
thing to Donohu e, I k now not ju st 
what, and tlie fou r went ou t to­ 
gether. 
“ Nothing more was heard u ntil 
Donohu e began to cry for help. 
When I went ou t of the d oor 
‘Rox y ’s' coat was ly ing u pon the 
d oorstep. 
Donohu e was ly ing in 
the street, bu t his assailants had 
iled .” 
Chas. Freebu rn, of Warsaw,was 
sitting ou t in front of tlie hotel 
when the trou ble began. He heard 
ex cited v oices, heard Donohu e cry 
ou t, bu t d id not see the fight. 
Dr. Crawford , who d ressed Don­ 
ohu e’s wou nd s, was seen by a re 
porter. 
He mad e the following 
statement in d escribing the wou nd s 
and telling abou t the case : 
“ Donohu e’s head is a mass of 
bru ises. 
There is a sev ere inju ry 
below the left ear, and also a bad 
wou nd on the back of his head , on 
the left sid e. 
“ P"roin the blow u nd er the ear 
there might arise intlammation of 
the inner ear, attend ed with ex ­ 
treme d anger. 
From the inju ry in 
the back of the head there might 
arise a cou nter concu ssion affecting 
the right sid e and front of the 
head . 
“ Apart from these inju ries there 
d oesn’t seem to be mu ch d anger to 
life. 
A few d ay s, howev er, will 
hav e to pass before inllammaiory 
cond itions affecting the brain con­ 
sequ ent u pon the inju ry wou ld 
hav e time to arise.” 
Dr. Crawford said he thou ght 
the patient wou ld recov er. 
He also stated that he thou ght 
some of the wou nd s were v Frou ght 
by other means tlian the fist. 
Donohu e, it is u nd erstood , has 
mad e no d etailed statement as to 
the cau se of the trou ble. 
There w^ere ru mors in circu lation 
this morning to the effect that 
Donohu e had d ied , bu t this was a 
mistak e. 
This afternoon he was reported 
as resting well and his recov ery is 
anticipated . 
The d efend ants will hav e their 
preliminary ex amination in Ju d ge 
Kinsey ’s cou rt nex t Mond ay after­ 
noon. 
Roach may be able to giv e bond .

The 
wmod the liead is composed of is of 
a dark rich rosewood color, and the 
hair and heard are carved with ex­ 
q uisite taste. 
The top of the head 
is bald, and tlie foreliead and face 
are much wrinkled, which shows wuth 
what skill the carving was done. 
Til is violin was used in a New York 
theater 50 y ears ago, and was brought 
across the plains in an ox-cart 
in 
18 58 . 
1 have owned it since 18 fi2. 
It is of very pure and sw'eet tone. J 
have been ofi'cred $100 in gold for it, 
but refused the offer. 
I wmiild not 
part with it at any price. 
In the 
Y'outh’s Companion of November 15, 
18 8 8 , Julius Eichberg tells of some 
very old violin makers. Among them 
he speaks of “Gaspard I)i Sale, who 
flourished between 15C0 and IGIO, 
and Gaspard Diuffopnigear (pro^a- 
bly a misspelling). 
The latter, he 
says, lived about the same epoch, and 
is no doubt the same name as the one 
printed in my violin, which, accord­ 
ing to the date printed in mine, woiila 
reach back to the fifteenth century , 
and make my violin 38 3 years old 
at the present time, 18 9 9 .— San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle.
